Local Druse oat on strike 

IDF in ‘deterrent’ 
moves on Golan; 
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; Jerusalem Post Staff 

Reports of intense Israeli military 
activity on and around . the G oian 
Heights continued yesterday, but 
experts still predict that the chances 
of a Syrian-initiated conflict break- 
ing, out are very low indeed. 

Responding to a call from pro- 
Syrian leaders, over 80 per cent of 
the' Dhise population on the Golan 
Heights went on a three-day general 
strike. Workers stayed at -home, 
shops remained closed and over 90 
per cent of the pupils did noi attend 
classes. 

Military observers asked last 
night about the Israeli movements 
in the Golan area called them 
“precautionary and deterrent.” 
They also said that there have been 
absolutely no signs of Syrian moves 
that could be interpreted as hostile. 

This was indirectly confirmed by 
diplomatic sources in Damascus 
who said that Syria is determined to 
take its UN diplomatic efforts as far 
as possible to avoid a military con- 
frontation with Israel The sources 
said that there were no signs of any 
military build-up; 

“They (the Syrians) realize they 


have far more to gain politically and 
morally by taking a controlled 
diplomatic approach to this than 
from rushing into a military en- 
counter with Israel,'* one Western 
diplomat said. 

Correspondents who toured the 
Golan Heights yesterday reported 
seeing Israeli armour being 
deployed in the area with IDF 
planes flying reconnaissance mis- 
sions overhead. No effort was made 
by the Israeli authorities to hide the 
military movements and to prevent 
news crews from documenting 
them. 


Roads in the Golan were busy 
with increased IDF traffic, mainly 
armour. Tank carriers and ar- 
moured personnel carriers reached 
existing bases and new temporary 
bases. 

According to a military official 
last night, a state of alert has been 
declared in the IDF (he again 
described this as precautionary'), 
but claimed that there has been no 
call-up of reserves. 

Senior officers toured the region

U.S. trying to tone down 
Syrian draft resolution

UNITED NATIONS. — As the 
Security Council began its debate 
yesterday on the extension of Israeli 
law to the Golan Heights, the U.S. 
was working behind the scenes to 
moderate the language of' a Syrian 
draft resolution calling the step null 
and void, demanding that Israel res- 
cind its decision and ’requesting 
another Security Council meeting in 
a week if Israel does not comply, to 
decide on other measures against 
Israel 

According to informed sources, 
the Americans are trying to change 
the language of the Syrian draft 
resolution to read that the council 
would meet “as soon as posable," 
or use similar language that would 
not impose n strict timetable. 

The sources indicate that by 
eliminating the one-week deadline, 
the U.S. hopes to gain two things: 
first, continued focusing of inter- 
national attention on the Polish 
crisis; and secondr the buying of 
time to allow the issue to “die” by 
itself and to convince Israel to make 
at least some cosmetic changes in 
the decision.. 

It is precisely for those reasons 
that the Soviet Union is opposing 
changes (a the resolution, prepared 
by its client-state Syria. 

Some of the pro-western Arab 
states are trying to convince the 
Syrians to agree to the changes, and 
are asking the U.S. to promise Syria 
to pressure. Israel on the issue. 

: U .S. Ambassador Jeane 
Kirkpatrick told reporters yesterday 
that Secretary of State Ajexander 
Haig was studying the Syrian text, 
and that. she was “in constant con- 
tact with hun.** 

Syrian Ambassador Dia-Allah el- 


Fattal, who spoke in the beginning 
of the debate, noted that the Golan 
Law came Fn the wake of the signing 
of the U.S. -Israeli strategic 
cooperation pact, implying 
American support for the move. 

He called the Israeli act a 
“breach of the cease-fire” and “an- 
act of war against our country,” and 
asked that the Security Council im- 
pose sanctions on Israel if it did not 
retract its “foolish decision.” El- 
Fattal called upon the U.S. “to 
bring Israel to its senses.” 

Israeli Ambassador Yehuda Blum 
called the Golan Heights a 
“miniscule area” whose strategic 
importance to Israel “was out of all 
proportions to its size.” He recalled 
that Syria had used the Heights u mil 
1967 to harass Israeli settlements 
below and that the Syrians refused 
to make peace with Israel after the 
1967 war. 

Blum rejected the notion that the 
new Israeli law was in violation of 
Resolution 242 which he said did 
not determine any boundaries. He 
appealed to Syria to start negotia- 
tions with Israel to achieve an 
agreed settlement on all issues in- 
cluding international boundaries. 

In a surprisingly tough speech. 
Egyptian Ambassador Ahmed Ab- 
dul Meguid said that the “illegal ac- 
tion” by Israel was “not only a bla- 
tant violation of all norms of inter- 
national law but also a serious chal- 
lenge to the prospects of stability 
and indeed to the peace process in 
the Middle East.” 

British Ambassador Anthony 
Parsons said his government was 
“deeply disturbed” by the Israeli 
action and did not accept any un- 
ilateral change in the status of the 
Golan Heights. He called on Israel 
to rescind its decision. 


Syrian envoy: Begin misquoted Assad

WASHINGTON. — The $man 
Ambassador to the UN says that 
Prime Minister Mehachem Begin 
has distorted the remarks made by 
Syrian President Hafez Assad to a 
Kuwaiti newspaper. 

The envoy, Rafic Jouejati. Insists 
that! Assad never expressed his 
determination to refuse to 
recognize Israel “even if the Palesti- 
nians deign to do so” — as quoted 
by Begin on Monday in announcing 
his intention to' press for. applying 
Israeli law to the Golan Heights. 

Interviewed on Tuesday evening 
on public broadcasting's McNeU- 
Lehrer Report, the Syrian envoy said 
that his country was indeed 


prepared to negotiate peace with 
Israel. 

He said that Assad had rejected 
peace with Israel “so long as Israel 
refuses to accept Palestinian self- 
determination and the inadmis- 
sibility of gaining territory by 
force” If Israel were’ to accept 
those two principles. Syria would sit 
down to negotiate -peace, he said. 
,,i We always call for just 
negotiations.” 

Asked whether Syria’s vision of a 
comprehensive peace had room for 
an i ndependent state of Israel, J oue- 
jati replied, “of course ” Bul he ad- 
ded, “We want the peace processto 
end the stale of war and it should be 
global, solving the Palestinian ques- 
tion, which is the root of the con- 
flict.”

Reagan condemnation 
of Golan law expected

WASHINGTON. — President 
Ronald Reagan is expected to con- 
demn Israel’s Golan Heights law 
when he holds a nationally-televised 
While House news conference to- 
day. 

Virtually all of Reagan's top ad- 
visers, including those considered 
most friendly towards Israel, have 
recommended (hat the president 
use the occasion of the news con- 
ference to distance Washington 
from the surprise Israeli decision. 

U.S. officials yesterday expressed 
doubt that the Reagan administra- 
tion will suspend pending arms 
deliveries to Israel, as it did earlier 
this year following the Israeli attack 
against Iraq’s nuclear reactor. 

But the Americans are likely to 
“cool” their overall relationship 
with Jerusalem rather drastically. 

The Golan action continued to 
come under sharp attack yesterday. 
Editorial comment was uniformly 
critical. 

Secretary of State Alexander 
Haig was described as “fiirious” 
during his meeting with Israeli Am- 
bassador Ephraim Evron on Tues- 
day evening. 

Haig and other senior U.S. officials 
firmly believe that Begin had 
deliberately sought to provoke Egypt 
into abandoning the Camp David 
peace process as an excuse to avoid 
Israel’s final withdrawal from Sinai in 
April. U.S. officials have advised 
Egypt to avoid falling into that trap. 

U.S. officials said that any 
goodwill Reagan, Haig and other 
senior policymakers may have had 


earlier toward Begin has now vir- 
tually disappeared. 

In addition, they said, Israel's 
most ardent supporters in the ad- 
ministration, especially at the State 
Department, had been discredited 
by the Golan action. Haig, Counsel- 
lor Robert McFarlane and others 
had earlier argued against the more 
anti-Israel forces at the Defence 
Department calling for a tougher 
U.S. posture toward Israel. They in- 
sisted that Israel would respond 
more to the U.S. “carrot” than the 
“stick.” 

But in the wake of the Knesset's 
action on Monday, growing assess- 
ment here is that Israel tends to 
“misread” U.S. goodwill as an ex- 
cuse for taking unilateral actions. 

Evron, upon leaving from the 
State Department, tried to put his 
best face forward. “We have Been 
through difficult times in the past,” 
he told reporters. “Relations 
emerged stronger afterward and I 
hope that this will be the case now.” 

Evron presented Haig with a 
three-page letter from Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir outlining 
the reasons for the Golan move. In 
addition to repeating the thrust of 
Begin's explanation before the 
Knesset, Shamir pointed to 
“domestic reasons” — a rather 
stark departure from normal 
diplomatic practice which avoids 
references to domestic politics. 

Haig is said to believe that Begin 
had “betrayed” U.S. confidence in 
Israel by moving, without any ad- 
vance warning to Washington. “Is 
that how allies are supposed to 
behave?” he was quoted as having 
asked. 


Foreign Ministry can’t say 
if Heights are part of Israel

Are the Goian Heights now part 
of the State of Israel? The Foreign 
Ministry said last night that it does 
not know the answer to this ques- 
tion. 

It is the Foreign Ministry, ac- 
cording to top government legal 
sources, which is legally required to 
determine the state's borders and to 
certify whether a particular place is 
inside Israel or not. 

The Jerusalem Post therefore 
asked the Foreign Ministry yester- 
day, to make a determination in 
respect of the Golan Heights, in the 
wake of Monday's law applying 
“Israeli law, jurisdiction and ad- 
ministration'* to the Heights. -After 
a day of deliberation and consulta- 
tion, the ministry spokesman said he 
could not at this time determine of- 
ficially and authoritatively whether 
the Golan Heights are part of Israel 
— because this is a “legal question” 
and the ministiy’s legal adviser is busv 
with the. autonomy talks in T el Aviv. 

These talks are due to end today 
and then, perhaps, the legal adviser, 
Elyakin Rubinstein, would “sit 
down and write a legal opinion on 
the matter.” This might take him 


several days, the spokesman said. 

By asking whether the Golan is 
part of Israel, The Post was in fact 
asking whether the Heights had 
been annexed by this week's legisla- 
tion and the govemnent statements 
attached to it. 

Under international law, “any ex- 
pression of the conqueror’s will to 
treat the territory as his own suffices 
for sovereignty.” (D.P. O’Connell: 
International Law Vol. I, P. 434.) 

The new law itself does not neces- 
sarily establish Israeli sovereignty 
over (i.e. annex) the Golan and 
there is a Supreme Court obiter dic- 
tum to this effect by ex-justice Haim 
Cobn. However, the law was ac- 
companied by “expressions” of the 
government’s apparent intention to 
treat the Golan as part of Israel. 

Foreign Minister Yitzhak?Shamir, 
for instance, said on Tuesday that 
the law should “inculcate into the 
consciousness” of foreign nations 
that “the borders of Eretz Israel in- 
clude the Golan Heights.” 

Had the foreign minister said 
“the State of Israel,” there. would 
hardly be room for more doubt that 
Israel has in fact annexed the Golan 
— but he said “Eretz Israel,” which

Polish troops break 
most union strikes 


VIENNA. — Poland's new military 
authorities seemed last night to 
have broken many of the strikes 
which erupted after martial law was 
imposed last weekend. 

Official reports acknowledged 
that strikes were continuing in the 
important mining district of Silesia 
and that the struggle for control was 
still going on. 

B ut diplomatic sources in 
London said troops were in full con- 
trol of Warsaw after flushing strik- 
ing workers from key strongholds of 
the now-suspended independent 
labour movement Solidarity. 

Reuter correspondent Brian 
Mooney, in a delayed dispatch 
received from Warsaw, quoted a 
Solidarity official as saying that 
security forces had taken control of 
the Lenin Shipyard in the Baltic 
port of Gdansk, where Solidarity 
was born 16 months ago. 

But an eyewitness account which 
reached diplomats in London said 
that while the shipyard was sur- 
rounded by troops, tanks and 
police, large crowds of workers 
were still inside the yard on Tuesday 
night. 

The Soviet news agency Tass said 
that in Solidarity's main 
strongholds, such as the Bailie coast 
and the Lublin coal basin, "tension 
has largely been removed.” 

Mooney's report — his first since 
communications were broken on 
Monday evening — said that by last 
night, the massive use of troops and 
police had broken the back of a 
wave of sit-in strikes in mines and 
factories. 

Mooney quoted Solidarity of- 
ficials — still functioning despite 
the arrest of most of the move- 
ment's leaders — as saying that 
some workers were beaten up when 
factories were stormed, and reliable 


sources as saying that up to 6,000 
people had been arrested. 

French television quoted Prime 
Minister Pierre. Mauroy as saying 
nine people had been killed and 
45,000 arrested since Sunday. 

But diplomats in London said 
that the military had gained control 
in Warsaw “very efficiently, and as 
far as can be seen, without 
bloodshed.” 

Having arrested many of the dis- 
credited communist leaders of the 
past along with Solidarity activists 
and dissident intellectuals. Prime 
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Minister General Wojciech 
Jaruzefski and the ruling military 
council pronised the Polish people 
that despite nartial law, the country 
would not return to the political 
ways which preceded the birth of 
Solidarity. 

“There can be no turning back 
from the fundamental premises of 
the process of democratization in- 
itiated last year,” the new rulers 
promised in a declaration broadcast 
by Warsaw Radio. 

The council also promised that a 
scheduled rise in the minimum 
wage, negotiated by Solidarity, 
would go ahead on January 1. 

NATO sources in Brussels, 
meanwhile, said that Soviet troops 
along the Polish frontier had raised 
their state of alertness slightly, but 
there was no undue increase in 
Soviet military activity. 

In Washington, the White House 
yesterday warned government 
leaders in Warsaw and Moscow that 
there will be “grave consequences’ ' 
if the Polish government uses 


MK’s marital battle holds up flight 


PARIS. — An El Al flight to Paris was held up at Ben-Gurion Airport for an 
hour yesterday after MK Akiva Nof refused an order to disembark by 
police, who had found his name on a list of persons not allowed to leave the 
country due to court proceedings against them. 

In the case of Nof, who eventually flew to Paris with a delegation of nine 
other MKs, the order canfe from a rabbinical court where for the last three 
years a divorce suit has been in progress, filed by the MK’s wife, who by 
coincidence happened to be on the same flight yesterday. 

While over 100 passengers wailed impatiently, said Gideon Reicher, pool 
reporter for the press, Nof summoned Knesset Speaker Menahem Savidor 
and eight other MKs to his aid. Threatening to leave as well if Nof were for- 
ced off, they argued that his parliamentary immunity overruled the court 
order, which was officially granted to keep Nof from running away from the 
divorce proceedings and leaving his wife ineligible to remarry. 

The MK was accompanied on the Paris trip by the woman he is currently 
living with. 

Sitting in the rear of the plane, Mira Nof, unaware that her husband was 
on the flight, asked a cabin attendant the reason for the delay. After she was 
told, she said nothing to her husband all the way to Paris, but at one point 
walked up to Savidor and complained out loud, within sight of Nof, that her 
husband has been failing to show up for scheduled divorce hearings. 

The arguments died down when the plane finally drew near to Paris. 
Savidor summed up the events by noting that while all the other MKs on the 
plane “are travelling without their ladies, MK Nof is flying with two of his." 


NRP showdown today

TEL AVIV. — Last-minute efforts 
to effect a compromise in the 
National Religious Party came to 
naught yesterday, and the show- 
down between Interior Minister 
Yosef Buig and Education Minister 
Zevulun Hammer Tor primacy in the 
party is scheduled for this after- 
noon. 

The two sides were extremely 
close to concluding a deal, but their 
efforts were foiled at the last mo- 
ment. Members of Hammer's 
Renewal faction said that a talk 
with Burg had been “fruitful, and he 
was about to sign an agreement, but 
was prevented from doing so by his 
Lamifne faction’s strongman 
Raphael Ben-Natan,whohad found 
out about the contacts.” Ben- 
Natan, however, said that Hammer 
and his supporters broke off con- 
tacts when they would not agree to 
the proposals hammered out. 

Barring unexpected develop- 


ments, the two sides wfll face each 
other this afternoon at special NRP 
national executive session. Hammer 
intends to challenge Burg for con- 
trol of the Religious Affairs 
Ministry, which he says Burg 
forfeited when he first made it im- 
possible for MK Haira Drucknan to 
work as his deputy and later dismis- 
sed director-general Gedalia 
Schreiber. 

The NRP decided last summer 
that Burg would get the portfolio if 
these two would work alongside him 
to make sure that the Lamifne fac- 
tion did not gain total control of the 
ministry, a considerable source of 
financial power and influence 
within the NRP. 

With the Religious Kibbutz 
Movement as go-between, Hammer 
met Burg yesterday morning for a 
talk which nearly resulted in agree- 
ment. Burg accepted Hammer’s de- 
mand that not only members of 
Hapoel Hamizrahi would have

Some U.S. officials calling for attack on Libya 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — Some U.S. 
government officials are calling for a military 
attack on Libya to punish its radical leader, 
Muammar Gaddafi, a State Department official 
said yesterday. 

The official was commenting privately on the 
deepening crisis between the two countries, 
fuelled by American charges that Gaddafi has 
sent squads to kill President Ronald Reagan. 

Last week Reagan urged* some 1,500 
Americans resident in Libya, most of them oil 
industry workers, to return home for their own 
safety. 


The Stale Department official said: “There is a 
powerful group within the administration pushing 
for further steps. Their bottom Hoe is very severe. 
There are people who- seriously want to attack 
Libya, who would like, for example , to go after 
Benghazi. " 


Benghazi is a Mediterranean port city where 
the Libyans are - believed to have stockpiled 
'some of the billions of dollars worth of arms 


purchased from the Soviet Union over the past 
10 years. 

The official said that as far as he knew, the 
administration has made no decision on further 
action against Libya. He would not identify 
those most eager for military action against 
Libya, other than to say they were conservative 
supporters of Reagan's views and were not in 
the Defence Department. 

Secretary of State Alexander Haig, while 
repeatedly accusing Gaddafi of exporting 
terrorism, was not the most outspoken ad- 
vocate of strong action. 

The official said that he and some of his State 
Department colleagues disagreed sharply with 
President Reagan's policy, which he described 
as confrontation ist. 

“The Europeans think we’re crazy,” he said. 
“There’s a rising feeling in the Arab world that 
we're bullying Gaddafi, but also, on the other 
hand, a feeling that he has us on the run. 

“They see a great power totally preoccupied 
with a tin-horn dictator, crediting him with 


much more authority and power than he really 
has." 

The official did not challenge the administra- 
tion's claim of having evidence that Gaddafi 
has* assigned squads to try to assassinate 
Reagan. However, he suggested- that it was 
over-reacting and, in the process, ignoring the 
assessments of State Department professionals 
and intelligence experts. 

The threats against Reagan appear sufficient 
to warrant increased security, he said. On the 
other hand, there is no evidence or indication 
that the Americans who have been b'ving in 
Libya are in danger. 

The official said Gaddafi badly needs 
American technicians to .maintain oil produc- 
tion, and has been going out of his way to en- 
sure that U.S. citizens are not maltreated. 

He said some State Department officials 
believe the administration is making a mistake 
in not opening a private channel of communica- 
tion with the Libyan leader, perhaps by setting 
up an American interest section in Tripoli.

While House spokesman Larry 
Speakes indicated that President 
Ronald Reagan may use his news 
conference this afternoon to make 
clear his warning against further 
repression in the Polish govern- 
ment's crackdown on Solidarity. 

The Reagan administration 
yesterday restricted the movements 
of Polish diplomats in the U.S.in 
retaliation for restrictions imposed 
on U.S. diplomats in Poland. 

This was the first American ac- 
tion on Poland since suspension of 
further food aid was announced on 
Monday. There has been an un- 
mistakable hardening of the warn- 
ing tone of official spokesmen. 

But a Solidarity spokesman in 
Brussels, predicting yesterday that 
“defensive” resistance will continue 
in Poland, accused western govern- 
ments of “half-hearted” responses 
to the Polish military crackdown. 

“Contrary to what certain 
western governments are saying, 
what is happening in Poland is not 
just an interna! Polish matter.” 
Solidarity official Stefan Trzc inski 
told a news conference. 

“I feel the stand so far taken by 
western governments is half-hearted 
and not correct," he said, calling for 
the U.S. and its allies to put more 
pressure on the Polish government 
to end martial law. 

Diplomats said rumours were cir-. 
culating in Warsaw that Solidarity - 
leader Lech Walesa, under house' 
arrest, had suffered a nervous 
breakdown. (A report received- 
from Reuter chief correspondent in 
Warsaw Brian Mooney quoted 
reliable sources saying Walesa had 
cracked up under the political and 
psychological pressure being 
brought to bear on him.)

might have been a deliberate dis- 
tinction. 

Prine Minister Menachem Begin 
himself, during Monday's Knesset 
debate, noted that he did not “use 
the term ‘annexation',*' but rather 
stuck to the wording of the new law.

Another Golan : related question 
that the Foreign Ministry could not 
yet answer yesterday was whether 
Israel would now cease complying 
with the Geneva Conventions on 
the Golan — just as it does not com- 
ply with them in East Jerusalem. 

In practical terms, the question is 
whether Israel will continue 
automatically to inform the inter- 
national Red Cross whenever a 
local inhabitant is arrested on the 
Golan Heights. 

While Israel has always con- 
tended in theory' that it is not 
obliged to comply with the Geneva 
Conventions in the administered 
areas, in practice it always does so 
comply — except in East Jerusalem, 
which it regards as sovereign and 
not administered territory. 

Thus, if a West Bank or Gaza 
resident is arrested by the Israeli 
authorities, word of his arrest is 
automatically forwarded to the 
International Committee of the Red 
Cross (iCRC). which has an office 
in Tel Aviv. If an East Jerusalem 
resident is arrested, on the other 
hand, there is no such automatic in- 
volvement of the Red Cross (though 
when the Red Cross hears of the ar- 
rest and 3sks for access to the 
detainee, Isract always grants it). 

Will the same principles now be 
applied to the Golan? The Foreign 
Ministry Deputy spokesman, Yosef 
Amihud. said last night that such 
"legal details" had not yet been 
considered. They were certainly not 
the concert of Premier Begin and 
the cabinet in making the basic 
decision to apply Israeli law to the 
Golan. 

In Tel Aviv, the ICRC represen- 
tative in Israel. Jean-David Chap- 
puis. asserted that under the 
Geneva Conventions, “no change 
(by the occupying power) can 
deprive the inhabitants of their right 
to protection" by the Red Cross. 
This includes the right of “ notificat- 
ion of arrest,” and the ICRC ex- 
pects it to continue on the Golan 
Heights. As far as the ICRC is con- 
cerned, after all. the new- Israeli law 
“doesn’t change anything "

Yamit group won’t say 
if it will talk to Ehrlich 
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Labour members call for punishment of rebel MKs

TEL AVIV. — Deputy Prime 
Minister Simha Ehrlich expects the 
Yamit action committee to come to 
his Tel Aviv office today to talk 
compensation, but committee 
chairman Yosa Sela would not say 
yesterday if the meeting will take 
place. 

"‘No comment,” was Sela's 
answer to a question on whether the 
broken-ofT compensation talks are 
oh again. Ehrlich, appointed on 
Sunday to head a three- minister 
compensation committee, had not 
by last night sent the Yamit activists 
a formal invitation to the scheduled 
meeting, Sela said. 

B ut an Agriculture M inistry 
spokesman said the committee, is 
expected at 11 a.m. It was 6/C 
Southern Command Aluf Dan 
Shomron who in a visit to the Sinai 
town yesterday asked the action 
committee to travel north, the 
spokesman said. 

But in a continuing war of nerves 
between the settlers and the govern- 
ment, informed sources in Yamit 
stressed that the action committee 
wants a formal, direct invitation 
from Ehrlich. 

Another obstacle to aresumption 
of the talks, which were broken off 
more than a fortnight ago by Yamit 
activists before they barricaded 
themselves in the town, is Ehrlich's 
insistence on including Mattityahu 
Shmuelevitz, Director-Gen ral of 
the Prime Minister’s office and a 
former unsuccessful compensation 
negotiator, in the negotiations. 

He and Ehrlich are due in Yamit 
for a “visit” tomorrow, and local 
residents have told Shomron that, 
they cannot vouch for 
Shmuelevitz's safety. 

Meanwhile, the fust secretary of 
the Australian Embassy, Max 
Pierce, yesterday visited Yamit to 


learn first hand the extent of resi- 
dents' opposition to Israel's 
withdrawal from the area. 

Apparently, Pierce was asked to 
report on the subject to his govern- 
ment before it makes a final deci- 
sion on' participation in the mul- 
tinational force being formed to 
supervise observance of the Israei- 
Egypt peace treaty after the 
withdrawal. 

Among others, the diplomat met 
Avi Farhan, secretary of Maoz, 
which has vowed to fight to the end 
against withdrawal and refuses to 
participate in any compensation 
negotiations. Farhan warned that 
blood might flow if the government 
follows through with the Camp 
David agreements. 

Several days ago, a first group of 
British citizens joined the American 
team already at work since early last 
month to prepare installations for 
the multinational force. The 
workers, who number over 100, are 
living for now in Asbkelon and at 
the Eitam air base near Yamit, and 
have been studiously avoiding all 
contact with Israelis and reporters. 

In a related development, the 
High Court of Justice yesterday rc- 
jected a petition brought 
by former MK Sa'adia 
Marciano asking that the govern- 
ment be ordered to eject anti- 
withdrawal squatters occupying 
apartments and houses in the Yamit 
region. 

Marciano said it was a miscar- 
riage of justice that police in the 
past ejected Jerusalem slum resi- 
dents from newly built flats they oc- 
cupied but the government had 
taken no action against the Sinai 
squatters. 

But the court said it would not 
grant the order because Marciano 
had not first approached the 
government about evicting the 
squatters. 


Organization changes in defence 


Defence Minister Ariel Sharon 
has announced several changes in 
the structure of the defence es- 
tablishment. aimed at “adjusting to 
economic requirements and enabl- 
ing development necessary to meet 
the challenges and dangers facing 
Israel in the 1980s." according to an 
announcement released yesterday. 


The Quartermaster branch of the 
IDF General Staff will be combined 
with the^ ?nimstry * directorate of 
procurement and building, con<- 
struction and property department 
to form a new procurement and 
maintenance division, which will 
operate both on the ministry' and 
general staff levels. 


Also operating in both 
frameworks will be a combined 
research and development and 
production authority, comprising 
the production and research and 
development units of both the 
ministry and the army. 

A united authority for develop- 
ment and production of the Lavie 
fighter plane, comprising units 
working on it in both the ministry 
and the army, will be formed, to be 
directed by the head of the Air 
Force but under ministry auspices. 

Finally, the ministry and army 
representatives in France will be 
combined into one office, with each 
component maintaining its separate 
authority. 


Cooperation in tourism agreed on

Israel and Egypt agreed yesterday 
to cooperate in all international 
tourism organizations, including 
prior consultations and representing 
each other at meetings when only 
one of them is present. Tourism 
Ministry director-general Rafael 
Farber told The Jerusalem Past last 
night. 

Egyptian Tourism Min isle r 
Gamal el-Nazer, in Israel for the 
tourism normalization talks, yester- 
day toured the north of the country', 
spending the night at the Kibbutz 
Ginnosar guest house. 

El-Nazer said yesterday during a 
visit to Tiberias that Egyptian 
citizens would not visit the Golan 
Heights from now on. in the wake of 


the Knesset decision to extend 
Israeli law to the area. He said that 
no explicit instructions would be 
given to Egyptian lour operators 
forbidding such visits, but that it 
was impossible at this point to even 
consider them. 

He is expected to return to 
Jerusalem today for the signing of 
the agreement marking the end of 
this round of tourism talks between 
the two countries. 

The teams also discussed ways of 
encouraging more Egyptians to visit 
Israel. 

Last night, the Egyptian 
negotiators and members of the 
Egyptian commercial delegation 
who accompanied them were the 
dinner guests of Jerusalem Skal 
travel agents organization at the 
Jerusalem Hilton Hotel. 


Greece to grant PLO diplomatic status 


ATHENS (Reuter). — Greece has 
decided to grant diplomatic status 
to the Palestine Liberation 
Organization office in Athens. PLO 
leader Yasser Arafat told reporters 
yesterday at the close of a three-day 
visit. 

The PLO leader visited Greece at 
the invitation of Greece's new 
Socialist government which came to 
power in a landslide victory in Oc- 
tober. 

Diplomats here said the move to 
forge closer ties with the PLO may 


benefit Greek relations with the 
hardline Arab states, including 
Libya. Iraq and Syria. Libya and 
Iraq, together with Saudi Arabia, 
are Greece's .main suppliers of 
crude oil. 

Arafat said Prime Minister 
Andreas Papandreou had told him 
the PLO office would be raised to a 
diplomatic representation, the same 
level enjoyed by Israel which 
Greece recognizes only de facto 
and not de jure. This has drawn 
protests from Israel in the past. 


Gaza Strip strike ends after 16 days

The professional and commercial 
strike which almost halted 
economic life in Gaza for the past 
16 days ended yesterday after a 
meeting between Mayor Rashad 
Shawwa and representatives of the 
strikers and the civilian ad- 
ministrator of the area.

Details of a compromise worked 
out between the mayor and the 
military authorities were not 
released, but it is understood to in- 
clude a delay in the implementation 
of a 12 per cent value added tax.

“We have reached 
an understanding that will ensure 
the interests of the population.*' 


Seligsberg school to stay for now

The pupil boycott of the Hadas- 
sah Seligsberg Brandeis High 
School in Jerusalem has ended, fol- 
lowing yesterday’s agreement 
between the Education Ministry 
and the Treasury on the school's 
future. 

Education Ministry Director- 
General Eliezer Shmucli and 
Treasury Director-General Ezra 
Sadan signed a “memorandum of 
agreement'’ in which the state 
promised to provide a “suitable 
structure'* to accommodate the 
Seligsberg pupils starting in 1986. 

The text of this agreement was 
cabled to the Hadassah organiza- 


tion executive in New York, which 
last night responded that it has now 
“withdrawn its opposition" to open- 
ing registration for Seligsberg for 
next year. 


Hadassah three months ago an- 
nounced that il was withdrawing its 
financial support from the school 
and would phase it out over the next 
four vears. 


The Jerusalem Municipality and 
the Education Ministry wi3 ' jointly 
handle the registration of ninth 
graders for next year. But it is still 
unclear who will provide most of 
the school’s funds for the four or 
five years after that.

TEL AVIV. — Labour Party 
sources reported yesterday that 
“very stiff measures” are being con- 
sidered against the Alignment MKs 
who on Monday defied their Knes- 
set faction decision to boycott the 
Knesset debate and vote on the 
Golan Law. 

‘‘This time there will be no- 
pointless lengthy debates, soul- 
searching and the like. We intend to 
take drastic, unequivocal action to 
prevent a split in the faction,” The 
Jerusalem Post was told. 

The proposals for punitive 
measures against the rebel MKs — 
both doves and hawks — will be 
presented to the Alignment faction 
next Tuesday. And Mapam’s threats 
to bolt the Alignment if Labour 
-does not rein its hawks are expected 


to come up for discussion at the 
Alignment Executive on Friday. 

Speaking on a Kol Yisrad inter- 
view programme yesterday. Labour 
Chairman Shimon Peres said that 
the rime has come to ‘‘take 
measures against those who violate 
faction discipline, if we wish a fac- 
tion to exist.” 

Peres said that he personally 
considers the Golan to be a pan of 
Eretz Yisrad, but that the argument 
centres on world opinion. It would 
simply be wiser to say that “wc arc 
prepared for a territorial com-, 
promise, even if it’s only one square 
centimetre." 

He added that he “does not 
believe Israeli law should be ex- 
tended to all of Judea and Samaria, 
but to parts of iL However, this 
should only follow peace negotia- 
tions with Jordan.” 


France condemns Golan law, 
but Mitterrand visit still on 


PARIS (JTA). — France yesterday 
formally condemned the extension 
of Israeli law to the Golan Heights, 
but official sources said that Presi- 
dent Francois Mitterrand will not 
cancel or postpone his forthcoming 
official state visit to Israel in 
February. 

A cabinet communique released 
yesterday said, “The government 
denounces the Israeli initiative as 
contrary to international law and 
United Nations resolutions on the 
subject.” Foreign Minister Gaude 
Cheysson, who recently returned 
from a 25-hour visit to Israel, said 
“the (Israeli) annexation is unac- 
ceptable. We can do nothing but 
condemn it.” 

Political sources told the Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency that though 
both Mitterrand and his ministers 
“deeply regret” the Israeli decision, 
the dialogue with Israel “is far too 
important to warrant a change in 
the president's plans.” 

Israeli official sources in Paris 
were also informally told that the 
date for Mitterrand's scheduled 
visit, February 10 to 12, has not 


been changed. It is believed that 
Mitterrand will raise the subject of 
the Golan with Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin and other Israeli 
leaders. 

In France practically all major 
poltitical parties and even some 
Jewish organizations have con- 
demned or protested the Israeli 
move. 

Unconfirmed reports say that 
French Premier Pierre Mauroy 
refused to meet with visiting Deputy 
Premier David Levy during his cur- 
rent stay in Paris. The official ex- 
planation given by Maurqy's office 
. is that the premier “is too busy.” 
The Israeli Embassy said that no 
formal request for a meeting was 
made. 

Foreign ministers of the 10-nation 
European Economic Community 
meeting in London declared the 
Israeli move “contrary to inter- 
national law and therefore invalid in 
our eyes.” 

But a spokesman for the Ten said 
that the annexation would not have 
any effect on European participation 
in the Sinai peace-keeping force. 


Egypt hacking Syria on Golan issue 


CAIRO. — Egypt's foreign minister 
said yesterday his country would 
support Syria's moves against Israel 
in the UN over the extension of 
Israeli law to the Golan Heights. 

After a 90-minute meeting -with 
President Hosni . Mubarak and his 
top aides. Foreign ’Minister Kamal 
Hassan Ali also told reporters Egypt 
would try to coordinate its position 
with the three Arab nations with 
which it still has relations, Sudan, 
Somalia and Oman. 

“Wc have discussed the situation 
resulting from Israel's annexation of 
the Golan Heights," said Ali. 
“Egypl will support the Syrian posi- 


tion at the United Nations.” • 
However, Mubarak has made it 
clear that Egypt will not get in- 
volved should Syria decide to go to 
war over the Heights. 

He urged Syria and other Arab 
countries to find a solution to the 
^crisis; '‘but not at the txperrse of 
peace" between Egypt and Israel. 

He said that the situation in the 
Golan and the peace process are 
two different issues that should not 
be mixed together. 

Egypt has already denounced 
Israel's move on the Golan as an 
obstruction to Middle East peace. 
(AP. Reuter) 


Egypt toms over four stolen Israeli cars 


NEOT SINAI (Jlin). — Egyptians 
have handed over to Israeli police 
four cars (hat had been stolen in 
Israel and then smuggled into 
Egypt. 

The two Mercedes, one BMW 
and one Volvo were towed on Tues- 
day by the Egyptians to the border 
crossing point at Neot Sinai, and 
from there were towed to the 
Yarkon District police station in Tel 
Aviv. All four cars were in un- 


drivable condition and all identify- 
ing marks and numbers had been 
removed. Police are trying to locate 
the owners. 

Police are continuing their search 
for stolen cars buried in the sand in 
the Gaza Strip and Sinai. A Volvo 
was unearthed yesterday near 
Rafah from a depth or two metres, 
the latest in the dozens of cars 
which have been found buried in 
the area. 


Beirut embassy death toll now 27 


BEIRUT (UPI). — With 27 bodies 
recovered. 106 people hospitalized 
and dozens more missing, rescue 
teams yesterday pumped oxygen 
into the rubble of the destroyed Ira- 
qi Enbassy to buy time for trapped 
survivors. 

Rescue elTorts continued all night 
and all day yesterday, with a giant 
crane from Beirut Port slowly lifting 
segments of the roof of the col- 
lapsed 5-storey building. 

There was no official word on the 
fate of Iraqi Ambassador Abdel 
Razzak Lafleh, caught in the em- 
bassy at the time of the explosion on 
Tuesday. But a high-ranking 
Palestinian source quoted the am- 
bassador’s bodyguard as saying that 


the ambassador got into an elevator 
moments before the embassy blew* 
up, and was trapped between the 
first and second floors. 

Discounting unconfirmed reports 
that a young terrorist crashed into 
the embassy compound in a bomb- 
laden car; Lebanese military experts 
blamed the blast on explosive 
charges' hidden among the 
building’s six structural pillars. They 
have not identified the terrorist. 

An Iraqi source also said that the 
explosion might have been caused, 
or intensified, by arms stored inside 
the embassy. He said that there, was 
enough armament inside the 
building before the blast to with- 
stand a two months siege.

Goren had firmly ruled that one cannot build 
a mtkve- lahara (a lath of cleansing) over a 
mekom tatn'a (a site of uncleanlihess). 

• But the Ashkenazi chief rabbi was overruled 
on December 2: by the Chief Rabbinate Coun- 
cil/ which; includes Mashash and is presided 
over by Sephardi Chief; Rabbi Ovadia Yosef. 
The^ council empowered the Jerusalem chie r 
rabbis — rather than Goren — to decide on the 
matter and. issue a halachlc ruling. 

- On Tuesday, Zo/ti, Mashash, the Musrara 
neighbourhood rabbi and Other local religious 


officials visited the site, and the ‘Jerusalem 
rabbis ruled that construction may be resumed. 

“Our solution is anchored in the Talmudic in- 
struction of kipin a l gabei kipin — pillar upon 
pillar. The builders will make sure that the 
three shafts where the bones were discovered 
will remain hollow and will be covered by con- 
crete caps, and that a hollow will be left bet- 
ween these caps and the floor of the mikw. "ex- 
plained Zolti. 

Zolti said that in any case, there is no turn'd 
involved if the bones were those of non- Jews. 
Bui he added: “After we make our architec- 
tural arrangement, kuhanim will also be able to 
use the mtkve. " 

Zolti said he has no argument with Goren. 
But “in Jerusalem, only the Jerusalem chier 
rabbis determine things. The national chief 
rabbis have no say in Jerusalem,” said Zolti. 

Zolti denied that pressure by Musrara resi- 
dents to complete the building of the mikve was 
what had convinced him to allow construction 
to continue. “Public pressure does not in- 
fluence my reading of the halacha." he said, 
though he did not deny that there had been 
pressure. " 

A spokesman for Jerusalem’s ultra-Orthodox 


communities, who Iasi summer staged massive 
riots to protest alleged violation of a possible 
cemetery by archeologists in the City of David 
dig. said that Zolti “has a haiachic case.'* 


"It would be preferable to find an alternative 
site,” said Natorei Karla Rabbi Moshe Hirsh. 
But he added that in the absence of another 
site, and in view of Musrara residents* need for 
a mikve. the Talmud's Masechei Berachot. page 
19. contains a ruling which allows construction 
in a city abo%’e a burial site if appropriate 
hollows and air vents are built in.. Hirsh said a 
shaft must connect the exposed bones with the 
air outside the building, “so that the turn'd will 
not rise and taint the structure above.” 


Some archeologists have speculated that the 
mass grave, containing tens of thousands of 
bones, may be the Iasi resting place of Jewish 
warriors who fell during the Roman conquest of 
Jerusalem in 70 CE. Goren had wanted the 
archeologists, assisted by anthropologists, to 
determine the date of the bones. But the 
Education Ministry’s Antiquities Department 
ruled that the site is “not of major importance,” 
and declined to order a thorough archeological 
investigation or dig. 


Dig protester sentenced to jail term 


A 24-year-old yeshiva student 
who was convicted of assaulting Dr. 
Yigal Shflo, director of the City of 
David dig, during a violent protest 
last August, was sentenced to one 
month in jail and fined IS 10,000 by 
the .Jerusalem Magistrates Court, 
yesterday. 

. Elyakim Galabech, of Mea 
Sbe’anm, was found guilty of hitting 
Shiio in the face and causing a cut 
beneath the -archeologist's right 
eyebrow. 

Four other ultra-Orthodox men 
who participated hi the violent 
demonstrations at the excavation 
site in August were handed heavy 
fines and given six-month 
suspended sentences yesterday. 
Yehiel Weider and Rabbi Azizian 
were fined IS6,00Q each, while 
Shimon Avidav and Avraham 
Eisehbach were fined 1S8,000 each. 

All four were convicted of 
threatening archeologists and dis- 
turbing the peace during the 
demonstrations at the dig site, dur- 
ing which the fence around the dig 


was destroyed, baskets of excavated 
earth were overturned and stones 
were thrown at policemen. 

During the trial, which continued 
uninterrupted for four months, the 
defence counsel attempted to call as 
witnesses the two chief rabbis to 
prove that the dig was taking place 
on a former Jewish cemetery. But 
Judge Zvi Cohen turned down the 
request, saying that it was not the 
job of the court to decide on the 
legality of the dig. 

Prosecutor Avi Segal requested 
heavier punishments for the five, 
but the judge said that the men had 
undoubtedly not set out for the 
demonstration with the idea of 
violence in mind. He added that this 
is the first offence for all five, and 
that they were heads of families 
with children to support. 

The judge also turned down a 
defence request to postpone 
Galabech's jail term until after the 
appeal and ordered that he start 
serving his sentence on January 1.

Ready or not, NR to get 
welfare case responsibility

Ben-Zion Rubin that as of January 
1, they will stop handling requests 
for welfare payments in municipal 
welfare bureaus. Instead, they will 
refer them to the NIL Under the 
new Income Maintenance Law, the 
Nil is supposed to take over these 
payments, freeing social workers to 
deal with their clients’ social and 
personal problems. 

This followed a country-wide 
protest meeting held by the social 


workers on Tuesday in which they 
accused the government of 
neglecting social problems and fail- 
ing to implement a number of 
welfare laws recently passed. 

The Nil this week began to in- 
struct its workers on how to allocate 
benefits under the new system, even 
though the regulations necessary Tor 
it have not been approved by the

‘ : Approval has been held up by dis- 
putes with the Treasury over two 
regulations, which must gain 
Finance Ministry approval before 
they go to the committee. 

' Rubin said that even if committee 
approval is obtained at the last 
minute, the new system can go into 
effect, because the Nil has been in- 
troducing it gradually on an ex- 
perimental basis during the last few

Kabub complained that while 
residents of other slum quarters in 
Tel Aviv receive help in building 
new homes, the city does not allow 
the Arabs even to renovate their 
delapidated homes. He referred to 
Lahat’s declared plans to build lux- 
ury housing in the Arab sections of 
Jaffa, and to move their Arab resi- 
dents elsewhere. 

“Why are we treated like the 
step-children of Tel Aviv?” he 
asked.

Abuhatzeira lied to Ramie 


city council, witness charges

TEL AVIV. — Labour and Social 
Affairs Minister Aharon 
Abuhatzeira told the Ramie 
Municipal Council in 1977 that he 
had no personal connection to the 
Rabbi Yitzhak Abuhatzeira Fund 
charity. Judge Edmond Levy 
testified yesterday at Abuhatzeira’s 
trial for alleged misuse of money 
•tram- the. fund when he was mayor 
of Ramie. Levy at the time was a 
city councillor. 

It was up to the city council, said 
Levy, who is now a magistrate’s 
court judge, to approve the transfer 
of Interior Minister money to the 
fund. But when they did --so, he 
claimed, the councillors did not 
know that Abuhatzeira was 
chairman of the charity and had 
himself asked the ministry for funds. 

Levy appeared for the prosecu- 
tion at the trial, where Abuhatzeira 
and the minister's former aide 
Moshe Gabai are accused of having 
used the charity to dispense money 
to political cronies, friends, 
workmen, and relatives. 

The council, Levy said, would 
never have, approved the transfer 
had it known the charity was used 
for other than its stated purpose of 
helping needy students. 
Abuhatzeira, who told the council 
he bad no personal connections to 
the fund, “knew more about the 
charity than he told us," Levy ad- 
ded. 


Levy's testimony was a key ele- 
ment in the prosecution’s efforts to 
prove that Abuhatzeira is guilty of 
fraud in having lied to the council 
and to the Interior Ministry about 
. his involvement in the fund and the 
charity's real purpose. 

The next prosecution witness, 
Abuhatzeira’s brother-in-law Ar- 
' mond*Dahan, was declared a hostile 
jyjtness when he took. the stand to 
"testify ^bouUJlAOOO he roceived 
from the charity. Dalian became the 
second Abuhatzeira relative — and 
the third persoo so far — to be 
declared a hostile witness. 

Following in the’ footsteps of 
Pinhas Abuhatzeira, the minister's 
brother, and Mazal Asher, who 
worked in Aharon Abuhatzeira’s 
home as a baby-sitter, Dalian's 
testimony, the prosecution said, 
contradicted statements he made 
earlier to police investigators. 

Dahan originally told the police 
he gave Gabai dated cheques to 
cover the IL5,000 only after it 
became known towards the end of 
1980 that an investigation of the 
charity was under way. 

But in court yesterday, Dahan, a 
Jerusalem store owner, said he 
wrote the reimbursement cheques in 
August of that year, after Gabai 
kept on nagging him to return the 
money. 

Moreover, Dahan claimed he 
knew nothing about the 
Abuhatzeira charity until Gabai 
told him to write the dated cheques. 


Mizrahi wins back Ashkelon hotel 


ASHKELON (Itim). — Contractor 
and hotelier Bezalel Mizrahi yester- 
day won another round in his battle 
to retake possesion of the Ganei 
Shulamit hotel here, which was 
purchased last year by a Swiss com- 
pany. The Ashkelon Magistrates 
Court yesterday ruled that Mizrahi 
could resume ownership of the 
hotel because the Swiss firm had 
failed to exercise its option to buy 
the hotel by December 15. 


The court also lifted an injuction 
it had imposed on Tuesday night 
forbidding Mizrahi to ’ enter the 
hotel. 

Mizrahi had'sued for the return of 
the hotel in August, after the Swiss 
company failed to meet its July pay- 
ment of 5250,000. Under an agree- 
ment worked but by the court at 
that time, ownership of the hotel 
would revert back to Mizrahi if the 
Swiss firm, did not deposit the full 
purchase price of $1,942,000 with 
two court-appointed trustees by 
December 15. 

The Swiss firm’s counsel told the 


court yesterday that the money had 
been deposited in a Swiss bank on 
the appropriate day, and produced 
a telexed confirmation of the 
deposit. 

But Judge Zvi Nadiv said in his 
judgment that doubts had already 
been raised in his mind when the 
Swiss firm’s attorneys came to him 
on Tuesday night to request the in- 
junction against Mizrahi, hit could 
not produce any proof that the 
money had indeed been deposited. 

He said that the Swiss firm had 
not succeeded in convincing the 
court that the conditions laid down 
in August had been properly fulfil- 
led. 

But, he added, the decision could 
be appealed if the Swiss firm could 
produce evidence to warrant re- 
opening the case. 

Immediately after the hearing, 
Mizrahi went to the beachfront 
hotel and assembled all the 
employees, telling them that 
“starting now, you will take orders 
and instructions only from me and 
only me.” 


Escaped car thief feared drowned

TEL AVIV. — An early morning 
chase yesterday after three 
suspected car thieves ended with 
the apparent drowning of one of 
them in the Yarkon River, police 
said. 

. Responding to a pre-dawn call in 
the Bavli quarter here, police ap- 
prehended three Rafiah men trying 
to break into a ear. The me.n ran off 
— two towards the Yarkon River, 
and one in the opposite direction, 
police said. 

The lone runner managed to 
.dude his pursuers, but the other 
two, cornered by the policemen, 
jumped into the river. 


Police dived in after them and 
caught one of the suspects. The 
other man, however, disappeared 
without a trace. 

Navy frogmen searched the river 
for the man throughout the day. 
Police sources said that it was un- 
likely that he managed to escape by 
swimming across the 100-metre- 
wide river. They noted that the 
suspect they caught had to be 
rescued from the river's muddy bot- 
tom. He told police that neither he 
not his companion could swim. 

Police said the men are suspected 
of belonging to a gang specializing 
in smuggling cars across the Sinai to 
Egypt 


Bill proposes staffer penalty 
for theft from farmers

The maximum punishment for 
stealing agricultural produce or 
machinery would be increased to 
seven years’ imprisonment, under a 
private member's bill introduced by 
Imri Ron (Alignment-Mapam). 
which passed its preliminary 
reading in the Knesset yesterday 
and was referred to the Law Com- 


mittee. 


Ron explained that because such 
thefts do not involve breaking in. 
the maximum penalty is now three 
years in jail.* 

This leads to the paradoxical 
situation whereby a burglar who 
breaks into a flat and steals a few 
hundred shekels worth of goods is 
liable to a seven-year sentence, hut 
someone who steals farm machinery 
or produce worth tens of thousands 
of shekels would not get more than 
three years, Ron said. 

He noted that farmers are 
penalized by the insurance com- 
panies, who refuse to insure 


machinery or produce in open 
fields. 

Justice Minister Moshe Nissim 
agreed that the bill should go to 
committee, but he doubted that 
tougher punishment would serve as 
a deterrent. 

Nissim noted that the seven-year 
penalty applies only to burglary in 
residential premises; for burglary 
from other closed premises it is five 
years. 

But theft from a farm includes a 
second offence — criminal trespass 
— which is punishable by two years 
in jail, Nissim said. 

Furthermore, Nissim said, if the 
punishment for agricultural theft is 
raised to seven years, the cases 
would be heard in the district 
courts, and in the Tel Aviv District 
Court there is now a three-year 
backlog in burglary cases. 

If the penalty stays as it is — three 
years for theft and two years for 
criminal trespass — the cases would 
continue to be heard in the 
magistrates’ courts within six 
months, Nissim said. 


Shostak: Protect Nahariya hospital

Health Minister Eiiezer Shostak 
agreed yesterday that Nahariya 
Government Hospital must be 
protected against the kind of shell- 
ing it underwent last summer, and 
said he trusts that the necessary 
funds would be found “sonewhere.” 


He was replying in the Knesset to 
a motion to the agenda by MK Dan- 
ny Rosolio (Alignment), who said 
that nothing had been done since 
last summer, “except recognizing 
that the matter is urgent.” He 
blamed “bureaucracy” for the delay 
in taking action. 


Shostak said he had taken up the 
matter with Defence Minister Ariel 
Sharon in the hope that he would 
supply the necessary funds from the 
Defence Ministry budget. 


“He sighed,” Shostak said, “and 
said he did not know where he 
could take the money from.” The 
motion was referred to the House 
Committee. 

Also referred to committee 
(Labour and Social Affairs) were 
five motions to the agenda on the 
situation in Pony a Hospital, near 
Tiberias. 

In die coarse of the session, MK 
Yair Tzaban ( Mapam- Alignment ) 
called for the dismissal of Health 
Ministry Director-General Baruch 
Modan, calling Mm "incompetent” 
and accusing Mm of responsibility for 
“chaos” in the ministry. Shostak 
later issued a statement condemning 
Tzaban’ s “unbridled attack” and 
saying he has asked the attorney 
general to determine whether 
Tzaban* s remarks are actionable.

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Mitterrand condemns 
Polish military regime 


PARIS (UPl). — French President 
Francois Mitterrand strongly con- 
demned yesterday the establish- 
ment of a military regime in Poland. 

In a special statement before his 
cabinet, including Communist 
ministers, Mitterrand openly 
deplored the suppression of public 
freedoms in Poland. On the presi- 
dent’s instructions. Premier Pierre 
Mauroy shortly afterwards formally 
informed parliament of France's 
condemnation of the crackdown. 

"Whether it be the result of exter- 
nal pressure or internal oppress on, 
the loss of public, collective and in- 
dividual freedoms is condemnabie 
and must, for this reason, be 
vigorously and steadily 
denounced," Mitterrand said. 

"Having realized that trade union 
and press freedoms, which have 
been acquired only recently, have 
now been put to question, that a 
state of emergency has been set up, 
that many persons have been ar- 
rested and are, one way or another, 
prevented from canying out their 
activities and responsibilities which, 
however, are recognized by law — 
the French government must voice 
its opposition to such a state of af- 
fairs. 

"Indeed, it is necessary that the 


Polish people find in France's posi- 
tion an additional reason to believe 
in its capacity to overcome the 
dangers that threaten it.” Mitter- 
rand said. 

The French Communist Party. 
Mitterrand's Socialists' coalition 
partners, has been highly critical of 
Solidarity’s "extremists," and the 
party has boycotted public protest 
rallies staged by the Socialists 
across France after the Warsaw 
crackdown. 

But “the Communist Parly is very 
rigorous when it comes to govern- 
ment solidarity," said Anicei Le 
Pors, Communist minister for 
public services. 

In the Vatican r meanwhile. Pope 
John Paul II appealed to the 
government of his native Poland to 
abolish martial law and resume 
negotiations that guarantee its 
citizens their “just right" to live in 
peace without outside interference. 


“No Polish blood can be spilled,” 
John Paul, his voice rising with 
emotion, told about 4,000 people 
gathered for his weekly general 
audience at the Vatican, among 
them about 200 visiting Poles who 
clapped and cheered ai the pope's 
words. 


Cuba to export physicians, 
become world health centre 


HAVANA (Reuter). — Cuban 
President Fidel Castro plans to turn 
Cuba into what he called “a world 
centre of medicine, capable cf ex- 
porting services to many nations or 
receiving many people for treat- 
ment here." 

Before the 19S9 revolution, ac- 
cording to a 1979 report by 
UNESCO’s Economic Commission 
for Latin America (CEPAL), Cuba's 
single medical school in Havana 
turned out about 300 doctors an- 
nually. Today, Cuba's three medical 
schools graduate more than 1,000 
doctors annually. 

Castro said in a recent speech 
that Cuba now has 16,173 physi- 
cians — one for every 600 people. 
According to CEPAL statistics 
there was one doctor for approx- 
imately 1,000 people before the 
revolution. 

During a visit to Cuba lasL 
August, the Director-General of the 
World Health Organization, Dr. 


HaJfdan Mahler, said Cuba's infant 
mortality rate had decreased from 
an official 33.4 per thousand in 1938 
to 19.4 per thousand in 1980, and 
noted that the life expectancy rate is 
now 72 years. 

Castro said that while Cuba could 
make an important business out of 
medical services to non-Cubans, 
“there will always be a number of 
nations to which we will give free 
medical aid — the very poor nations 
that have difficult situations." 

He said that. in Ethiopia, where 
Cuba has sent 130 doctors free of 
charge, a European doctor would 
cost the Ethiopian government 
540,000 a year.

Gdansk strikers reportedly threaten blast toll hits 27 in RH^h Mzrard 



VIENNA. — Workers have 
threatened to blow up the Gdansk 
shipyards unless authorities release 
Solidarity leader Lech Walesa, 
actress Liliana Niesielska said on ar- 
rival here from Poland yesterday. 

Niesielska said that news of a 48- 
hour workers' ultimatum reached 
Warsaw ori Tuesday from Gdansk. 

“The workers want Walesa back 
and said they will blow the whole 
shipyards into the air unless fie is 
returned to them," she said. 

Other travellers returning to the 
West from Poland yesterday 
reported strikes, widespread food 
shortages and a strong military and 
police presence in the north of the 
country. Poland has been under a 
virtual news blackout since 
authorities closed dowq all 
telephone and telex lines on Mon- 
day. 

A Dutch journalist reported on 
Tuesday that thousands of workers 
streamed out of the occupied Lenin 
Shipyard on Monday when 
authorities ordered them to go 
home. 

In a story smuggled out of 
Poland, Alexander Munninghoff, a 
reporter for the Haagsche Couram. 


said the directorate of the shipyard 
issued the order by microphone to 
the thousands of workers gathered 
on the open square of the shipyard 
where the Solidarity union was born 
in August 1980. 

The announcement gave the 
workers one hour to leave, he said, 
“and then began a dramatic exodus 
of people who appear to have lost 
faith in Solidarity." - 

He! said thousands ?f workers, 
their heads down, filed through the 
gates of the shipyard, while those 
who stayed behind and honoured 
the strike call. hooted and whistled. 

He said a voice froth the strike 
organizers' own microphone called 
out, “we are going ahead to victory. 
We shall strike until all our leaders 
are released and the stale of 
emergency is cancelled.”

WASHINGTON. - U.S. govern- 
ment analysts believe few Polish 
soldiers would fire on their fellow 
countrymen if ordered to do so by a 
Warsaw government desperate to 
control strikers and protesters. 

But these analysts, who specialize 
in East European affairs, believe the 
strongly nationalistic Polish troops 
would fight the Soviets if Moscow 
decided to intervene with military 
force. 

Given the Soviet Union's 
overwhelming armed superiority 
however, any such Polish resistance 
probably would be doomed, the 
analysts added. 

As to shooting their own 
countrymen, the U.S. analysts say 
this is unlikely “because many 
members of the Polish Army have 
relatives in Solidarity," the indepen- 
dent union the Warsaw government 
is trying to suppress. 

One report reaching Washington 
through diplomatic channels said 
about 200 Polish militiamen ignored 
orders to oust strikers from a fac- 
tory, and as one government source 
put it, “kind of sat in themselves." 
The location of this reported inci- 
dent was not provided by the 
analysts, who asked to remain 
anonymous. 


The Soviets are eager to avoid us- 
ing their own troops, in part 
because such Soviet intervention 
would likely kindle fears in Western 
Europe, and possibly dissolve op- 
position there to new U.S. 
intermediate-range missiles in 
NATO countries, the analysts sug- 
gested. 

Since a major Soviet aim is to 


block such a U.S. missile deploy- 
- ment/this would be a -high price to 
pay for nailing Poland teck. firmly 
into the Soviet Union's Warsaw 
Pact security belt, they reasoned. 

The fighting qualities of the 
Polish Army are an unknown quan- 
tity to U.S. analysts, since the Poles 
have not been' put to a test on the 
battlefield since World War II. 
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Napoleon could not conquer old

Creationist witness bolts ‘monkey trial’ 


LITTLE ROCK, -Arkansas 
(Reuter). — A defence witness has 
suddenly withdrawn from the 
Arkansas “monkey trial” in which a 
judge has to rule whether it is scien- 
tific to teach that man is not 
descended from apes. 

The departure of biologist Dean 
Kenyon of San Francisco State 
Univeisity coincided with a furious 
attack on the defence's handling of 
the case from fundamentalist 
religious forces who support the 
present law. 

The Reverend Jerry Falwcll. 
leader of the Moral Majority 
religious movement, accused state 
Attorney-General Steve Clark of 
“collusion or worse" with the 
American Civil Liberties Union 
(ACLU). 

The ACLU is challenging the law 
requiring schools teaching evolu- 
tion, which all do, to give equal 
weight to the creationist theory that 
Supernatural forcescreated the un- 
iverse a few thousand years ago. It 
argues that creationism is not 
science but religion, the teaching of 
which is banned in U.S. state-run 
schools.

— Yelena 
Bonner, who staged a hunger strike 
with her dissident husband Andrei 
Sakharov to win an exit visa for her 
daughter-in-law, returned to 
Moscow yesterday and claimed a 
major victory for Soviet human 
rights activists.

and join her husband-by-proxy, 
Bonner's son.

It has a far wider impor- 
tance,” she told reporters in the 
Sakharovs* Moscow flat. She said 
that Alexeyeva would probably 
leave the Soviet Union tomorrow. 

. Sakharov was still in poor health 
and having treatment for his heart 
condition. Doctors had advised 
them both to stay in hospital for 
another 10 days, die said.

Defending champions, Hapoel 
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Soviets allow more ethnic Germans to leave 


MOSCOW (Reuter). — Soviet 
authorities have allowed a sharp in- 
crease in emigration - by ethnic 
Germans following President 
Leonid Brezhnev's visit to Bonn last 
month. West German officials said 
yesterday. 

The number of Soviet Germans 
given visas to leave for West Ger- 
many in November was 62. the 
lowest monthly figure for more than 
a decade. 


But the officials said that there 
had already been a “very sharp up- 


ward trend’* in the first half of this 
month and the December total was 
expected to run into several 
hundreds. 

Chancellor Helmut Schmidt 
raised the question of ethnic 
German emigration during his talks 
with Brezhnev last month and urged’ 
Moscow to grant more exit visas. 
Nearly two million Germans live in 
the Soviet Union, mostly spread 
across central Asian regions, where 
they were banished during World 
War II. More than 100,00 have ap- 
plied to emigrate to West Germany. 
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House of Commons 
votes to keep TV out 


LONDON (Reuter). — Britain's 
House of Commons voted yesterday 
against the televising of its debates 
by 176 votes to 158. 

The 700-year-old parliament has 
been arguing for the past decade 
about letting in the television 
cameras. 

Some parliamentarians fear that 
camera shots of government 
ministers with their feet on the 
table, rows of empty seats and even 
a few MPs dozing could lower 
Parliament's standing. 

The House of Commons decided 
by one vole last year to allow in 
television, but the government cal- 
led for a full debate and another 
vote. Televising parliament would 
cost about £5 milGon (IS 150m.) 
' and the Conservative government is 
trying to cut spending.

Hijackers of Libyan 
plane free, says pilot 


SANTIAGO, Chile (AP). — The 
pilot of a Libyan airliner hijacked 
for three days last week by 
Lebanese Moslem militants says 
that there is no doubt in his mind 
that the hijackers are free and “en- 
joying their liberty." 

Rene Bobe, the 56-year-old 
Chilean pilot of the Libyan plane, 
said at a press conference here 
yesterday that the hijackers acted 
with "amazing self-confidence" 
during their negotiations. 

"They were never asked by police 
lo give up their arms, and even 
returned to the plane once the 
negotiations were over to recover 
the arms they had left there,” Bobe 
said. 

The hijackers identified 
themselves as members of Amal, a 
Shi'ite Moslem militia operating in 
Lebanon, and demanded the return 
of their spiritual leader. Imam . 
Moussa Sadr, who is said to have 
disappeared after visiting Libya in 
August, 1978.

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Albert Einstein 

IF ANECDOTES illustrate the 
basic character of their subjects, 
two examples now making the 
rounds in Los Angeles say a good 
deal about native son Richard Nix- 
on and former visitor Albert Ein- 
stein. 

The Nixon story, recorded by 
historian Fawn Brodie in her book 
on the ex-president, is set in 1972. 
Nixon was then courting the film in- 
dustry in his re-election campaign 
and, as a token of his esteem, he 
decided to award a medal to Samuel 
Goldwyn. 

The legendary Jewish film mogul 
was then old and ilL spoke in 
whispers, and appeared almost 
comatose as Nixon launched imo 
his speech. 

Apparently more intended for the 
moralistic Walt Disney than 
Goldwyn, the speech lauded the 
marvellous wholesomeness and 
cleanliness of Goldwyn’s cinematic 
productions. 

Nixon was going strong when sud- 
denly Goldwyn roused himself, 
raised his head and tugged at Nix- 
on’s coat. The president bent down 
and, in a low voice that only Nixon 
and Goldwyn’s son could hear, the 
old man whispered: “You’ll have to 
do better than that if you want to 
carry California.” 

The president, obviously upset, 
cut the ceremony short and stalked 
out. Samuel Goldwyn. Jr., con- 
siderably embarrassed, accom- 
panied Nixon to the door. Near the 
entrance, Nixon asked sotto voce: 
"Did you hear what your father 
said?” 

“No,” replied the younger, 
Goldwyn, wishing to spare the 
president any further humiliation. 
Nixon relaxed immediately. "What 
your father said.” he confided, “was 
'I want you to go out there and beat 
those bastards.* ” 

Albert- Ebosmhl

Farming of the future: 
computers on silts

TEL AVIV. — The best — and one 
of the most convenient ways — to see 
Israel, on and off the beaten track, 
is to rent a “home on wheels." says . 
Moshe Giskan. who with his 
partner. Oded Noam, are owners of 
“Sunshine Motorhome Tours." 

The motor home, a completely 
self-contained mobile flat, “can go 
anywhere in Israel, take the highest 
hills, park at convenience, and al- 
lows the tourists to get up in the 
morning and say. today let’s go to 
the Red Sea. to the Kinneret. or to 
Yamil. You cook your breakfast, 
and then you start. No problems 
about booking hotel rooms, worry- 
ing about food, or finding transpor- 
tation." Giskan says. 

Other advantages, he notes, are 
the fact that there is no need to un- 
pack and pack clothes every time a 
person moves from one ‘place to 
another, and “you can change your 
plans in (he middle of a trip. You 
can start off for one destination, 
find a site which entrances you, and 
puli off the road, park, and stay as 
long as you want. The tourist is a 
roaming gypsy on wheels." 

Each motorhome — there are 
nine Bedfords and one Ford Transit 
— sleeps four adults plus one child. 
Each vehicle contains a chemical 
toilet, a hot shower, a two burner 
stove, a large kitchenette, a fresh 
water tank, and of course the use of 
Lowels, sheets, blankets, plates, 
cooking utensils, and cutlery. The 
vans are not equipped with air con- 
ditioners, but they do have ven- 
tilators and blowers. 

According to estimates drawn up 
by the company, a 14-day vacation 
in one of their homes can clip more 
than one-third off a similar stay in a 
three-star hotel. 

The vehicle rents for SI 00 a day. 

A S200 down payment is required - 
when making a reservation, which is 
later credited against the total fee. 
plus two deposits of S400, both 
returnable, for the return of the 
vehicles and contents in good 
shape, and for insurance. 

Arrangements for shorter 
periods, five, days or more, are 
slightly more' r expensive. All in all. 
the total cost for two weeks, for four 
persons, including food which the 
tour ists buy at local stores, comes to 
S2.003, they say. According to the 


company's calculations, the same 
two weeks in a three-star hotel, in- 
cluding meals, tours, etc., would 
come to 53,408 for four persons. 

Giskan got into the tourist 
business by a strange route. He was 
born in Jerusalem 47 years ago and 
was taken as a child to the UJS. 

After completing a Ph.D. in 
human relations, he worked in 
counselling, with his last job being 
director of secondary education for 
the Board of Jewish Education in 
Chicago. 

In 1979, he decided to tour Israel, 
and thought the best way to see the 
country was on his own. He brought 
over a camper (the original Ford 
Transit which is one of the fleet to- 
day). Every place he went he was 
stopped by Israelis and tourists, who 
“showered him .with questions." 

“I decided,”" he says, “that if 
everybody was interested, there was 
something really good about the 
idea." He acquired another three 
motorhomes (Bedfords), and took 
the first steps to go into business. 
Later, he acquired another six Bed- 
fords from a German, Henry Ferl- 
ing, who was running them as a 
sideline. 

All during this period of setting 
up the company — Giskan found 
that his training, and considerable 
experience in human relations, was 
of little avail. “Finally, I threw 
human relations to the wind, 
remembered by early sabra 
childhood, and began pounding on 
tables.” 

There is. plenty to be said, 
however, on die favourable side of 
Israelis and human relations. His 
17-year-old girl, Sharona, has 
“found a warm home” in Kibbutz 
Adamit on the edge of the northern 
border; he himself settled in Hod 
Hasharon “in the midst of the 
orchards. The neighbours are nice, 
and everybody knows everybody. 
Just write my name and address on 
a postcard, and it will reach me — 
sometimes a few days late, since the 
mailman has his own ideas of daily 
delivery.” 

So far, 90 per cent of his 
customers are frdrn West Germany 
(“this type of vacation is an es- 
tablished idea there”), with the 
remaining ten per cent from 
Israelis. He would like to expand his 
customers to include those from' 
other countries in Europe, and es- 
pecially from the U.S.

LONDON. — Forget the tractor: 
by the year 2030 it's going to be as 
obsolete as the farmer's smock. 

By then, according to John. Mat- 
thews of Britain's National Institute 
of Agricultural Engineering, 
farmers will be tilling, planting and 
harvesting their fields from a system 
of computer-aided gantries.. -The 
gantries will be nrurow platforms 
about 25 metres long, able to move 
broadside across the fields oh 
wheels running in prepared tracks. 
They wDl be raised above the crop 
on legs. 

The fanner or the gantry operator 
will sit on the platform controlling 
ploughs, seed drills or harvesters 
suspended from it. By moving to 
and fro across the field, shifting the 
position of the tools at each pass, 
the friU width of the gantry can be 
cultivated. Then it will turn its 
wheels sideways and shuffle across 
to cultivate another 80-ft strip. 

Gantries will have several advan- 
tages over tractors. Because the soil 
will not have. wheels running across 
it all the time, it will not be com- 
pacted. It is reckoned that compac- 
tion -of the soil by wheeled vehicles 
cuts potential yields by 5 to 15 per. 
cent. 

Second, gantries will use much 
less fuel. They will be able to main- 
tain such an immaculate soil surface 
that much shallower cultivation will 
be possible, two inches instead of 
eight, reducing the difficulty of pull- 
ing tools through the soil 

Given that the soil will in addition 
be less compact, and the fact that 
tractors waste as much as 40 per 
cent of their fuel in wheel slip and 
rolling resistance, Matthews 
reckons the gantry system will use 


ohlyS to 10 per cent as much energy 
as the present systems. 

The operator of the gantry ( Mat- 
thews doesn’t call him a « riV ej'. 
since steering and turning will 
probablv be controlled automatical- 
ly) will be provided with 
sophisticated displays showing such 
things as soil condition, amount oi 
seed planted or fertiliser dispensed, 
and so on. - 

Computer controls will ensure 
that exactly the right amounts of 
chemicals are given to the crops and 
that they go to the right place, 
avoiding problems of spray drift. 

For harvesting, the gantry - will not 
be expected to carry an entire com- 
bine harvester across the field. Mat- 
thews expects the harvesting 
' machines to be simply cutting 
devices which will remove the 
whole crop, stalks and all, and col- 
lect it for further processing 
elsewhere on the farm. 

For cereals, the straw will be used 
for silage or as a fuel, the grain 
threshed by blasting it with a beam 
of ultra-sonic waves and dried by 
microwaves, a process so rapid that 
it will crack open the grain, making 
subsequent milling much easier. 

When vegetables are grown, 
special mechanisms carried by the 
gantry will be able to sense when 
they are ready for picking. These 
might by “feelers” which will detect 
if a cabbage or a lettuce has 
developed a heart, or simply sense 
its size. The vegetables will be cut 
with a thin fixed wire like a cheese 
cutter or a whirling cord like a gar- 
den trimmer. 

To those who think this all sounds 
far-fetched, Matthews points out 
that gantry agriculture is already 
common in glasshouse production.

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Labour put to shame 



NEXT TO the State of Israel, the party to suffer most from the 
Knesset's dictatorial impressment into the service of Premier Begin's 
sudden whim on the Golan has been the Israeli party system. 

The tortured travesty of parliamentary procedure that was ex- 
hibited in the Knesset Monday night, all at Mr. ( Begin's behest, had 
no precedent in the nation's annals, except possibly in wartime. A 
suggested piece of legislation which the government itself had for 
years considered too dangerously explosive to be taken up, except at 
some indefinite future time, suddenly became so urgently easy to 
handle as to warrant its being pushed headlong through the Knesset 
to final enactment in a single evening session. 

To that end. the government forces had to be bludgeoned into 
docility, and almost without exception they were. The idea was to 
allow no one time enough for even a second thought. 

There was, needless to say,-liitle surprise in the fact that as soon as 
Mr. Begin barked his command, the entire Herut contingent snapped 
to attention (nor. for that matter, in the fact that the Tehiya Party 
joined the Herut forces for the. occasion). But the march of the 
Liberals, under the premier’s whip and whistle, was, if not a surprise, 
at least depressing. A number of Liberal ministers did reportedly voice 
reservations about the bill. One of them, Yitzhak Moda'i, thought it 
was “dangerous.” but nevertheless went along with the rest. 

Alone of ail the Liberals Yitzhak Berman, the energy minister, had 
the spunk to avoid the cabinet voting that approved the measure, and 
later the Knesset session. (The NRP's Avraham Melamed, to his 
credit, also kept out of the Kneseset) 

But if the Liberals cut such a poor figure in standing up for Liberal 
principles of moderation and reasonableness in foreign policy, at 
least they, us members of the coalition, were bound by its discipline. 
This much could not be said for the main opposition party, the Align- 
ment, which came out of the contest punch-drunk, with its head 
bowed and its nose bleeding, if not worse. 

Alignment leader Shimon Peres, who was regrettably in the U.S. at 
the lime, has since then disclosed that as late as last Thursday, when 
visiting Mr. Begin at his Hadassah bedside, he was assured by the 
premier that there would be no coalition support for Tehiya's bill to 
annex the Golan. The Prime Minister's Office has confirmed Mr. 
Peres’ version, while claiming that Mr. Begin's assurance referred 
only to a possible move by Tehiya. not by the premier himself. 

if this means that the premier conceived the notion of a Golan bill 
himself us early as late Thursday, then this official comment suggests 
that Mr. Begin was guilty of a cheap trick of deception that would 
have disgraced a third-rate provincial politician. But even if it only 
implies that the actual decision came later, it bespeaks a serious 
breach of trust. 

Could Mr. Peres have failed to make this disclosure to faction 
chairman. Moshe Shahal, to whom it fell to lead the Alignment forces 
on the critical Monday night? 

If he did not, it is doubly peiplexing why the faction should have 
decided, at Gad Ya’acobi's urging, not to come out and oppose the 
Golan bill bul only to show its contempt for the Knesset charade by 
staying out. That the debate deserved to be boycotted goes without 
saying, but mere abstentioh was hardly the proper r&sponse. It far 
belter suited Agudut Yisrael, a coalition but not a government mem- 
ber, which merely complained that it had not been given enough time 
to obtain the consent of the Council of Sages. 

Mr. Begin's entire ploy was an open insult to the main opposition 
party — a way of informing it that while its acquiescence in his in- 
itiative would be welcome, it was not necessary, and would not be 
solicited. The one right answer to this — even apart from the attitude 
to the bill itself — should have been a massive “nay” vote. 

In the event the faction, leaderless and rudderless, split three ways: 
the majority stayed out, a small minority of renowned annexationists, 
mostly associated with the kibbutz movement, voted for the bill, 
while by way of retaliation another minority made up of 
Mapum members and Labour "doves" raised their hands in opposi- 
tion. It was a bewildered and shameful performance by a party that 
still expects to inherit the seat of power from the Likud some day. 

To be sure, the Alignment is by nature a meeting place for more 
than one political opinion. Bul it cannot be, in the common expres- 
sion, a “super-market" of policy. If it is unable to concert its forces to 
resolutely oppose the government and to offer a clear-cut alternative, 
the Alignment has no right to be.

Crime there is increasingly 
violent, and rising. . 

“If you're a soldier or airman 
stationed in Europe, there's one 


chance in three you'll become a 
crime statistic this year •— either as 
a victim or an offender." the paper 
said. 

The chances increase if you are 
single, junior enlisted and what 
army insiders affectionately or con- 
temptuously term a "barracks rat." 
the newspaper said. 

More than 75,000 crimes were 
reported to military police in the 
U.S. Army in Europe last year and 
some 20,000 in the same time to the 
Air Force in Europe, the newspaper 
said. 

The most frequent crime 
reported was larceny, but officials 
are “especially dismayed by an in- 
crease in gang violence in the bar- 
racks. This includes rapes, rob- 
beries. assaults and extortion.” the 
newspaper said.

IN Ti»E MIDST or “seven lean 
years" of his reign, Syrian President 
Hafez al-Assad may capitalize on 
the passage of the Golan Law to 
divert attention from his domestic 
troubles. That's just one of the op- 
tions outlined this week by Prof. 
I Lamar Rabinovich, chairman of the 
Shiloah Centre for Middle East and 
African Studies and a world expert 
on the Ba'ath regime in Damascus. 

“The law, amounting to an an- 
nexation of the Golan, is a slap in 
Assad’s face. He must respond." 
said Rabinovich in an interview at 
Tel Aviv University soon after the 
Knesset passed the Golan Law. But, 
he added, that response need not be 
military. _ ’ 

“Assad must be sure of success 
before undertaking such extreme 
action," said Rabinovich, adding 
that Egypt's current neutralist posi- 
tion and the Soviet Union's Polish 
preoccupations are factors which 
Assad must take into account. 

The Syrian president, he said, 
can hardly go to war without 
Egyptian backing — > and that will 
almost certainly not be forthcoming 
until after Israel's final withdrawal 
from Sinai next April. Nor is 
Rabinovich certain that the Rus- 
sians would be interested at present 
in providing Syria with the equip- 
ment necessary for an all-out 
military confrontation. 

Nevertheless, said Rabinovich, 
Assad has gone to the brink before. 
He did it last April, when he pushed 
Soviet-made anti-aircraft missiles 
into Lebanon's Beka’a Valley, fully 
aware that by doing so he was risk- 
ing a shooting war with Israel. 

“But in formulating his strategy 
right now, he may be- taking into ac- 
count an added dimension — that 
the Israel Government has 
manifested its readiness to go to the 
limit." 

Assad now is dealing with a new 
Israeli defence minister, “whose 
reactions he may not feel able to 
calculate, as he might have done 
earlier this year.’’ 

There are many unknown factors 


in the equation, he noted. “You

STILL, THERE were a number of 
elements in the Arab world — 
among them Libya's Muammar 
Gaddafi — pressing Assad to take 
actjve steps. 

Rabinovich considered Syria's 
cancellation of the Golan cease- 
fire, in effect since shortly after the 
Yom Kippur War. a particularly 
grave development: “Of course, As- 
sad could merely be seeking a 
means of raising tension, like his ex- 
ercises in brinkmanship over the 
renewal of the UN observers' man- 
date in the. Heights." 


Ba'athist faction in Iraq began to 
rise, and Assad began to lose his 
ability to maneuver between super- 
powers. Perhaps most important. 
Assad demonstrated that he was in- 
capable of reacting effectively to 
the Camp David process and the 
israel-Egypt peace. 









RABINOVICH would not rale out 
some display of tactical capability 
by the Syrian leader in order to turn 
the crisis to his advantage. The in- 
evitable tension may allow Assad to 
bring his deeply divided people 
together. 

StilL he said, the depth of the 
Syrian Sunni Moslem majority’s 
hatred for the Alawi ruling clique 
may not be overcome, even in time 
of severe international confronta- 
tion. 

Rabinovich described (he transi- 
tion from the “seven fat years” of 
1970-77 to the troubles Syria's 
leader faces today. Damascus' in- 
tervention in Lebanon, he noted, 
was the trigger for a sharp decline, 
both at home and abroad, and for 
constant crises in the past four 


ASSAD'S FORTUNES appeared to 
improve slightly in the summer of 
1980, on both the domestic and ex- 
ternal fronts. Rabinovich qualified 
his statement by saying that at least 
Assad was able to put himself in a 
“tactically better position." 

In a series or brutal moves, the 
Syrian Army suppressed domestic 
opposition, using an armoured 
divison to restore Ba'athist order in 
Aleppo. After an assassination at- 
tempt on Assad himself,' 500 
prisoners were slaughtered on one 
night at the desert Palmyra fortress. 

The outbreak of war between 
Iraq and Iran reduced pressure on 
Assad, Rabinovich said. At the 
same time. Syria received outside 
support from the Russians, who 
signed a friendship treaty, and the 
Libyans who joined in a nominal 
merger with Syria. 
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are a small minority constituting 
about 10 per cent of the country's 8 
million inhabitants. Sixty^two per 
cent of all Syrians are Sunni 
Moslems; the rest are mostly Kurds, 
Druse and Christians. ‘ 
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years. 

Syria’s civil strife, which left a 
trail of bodies of Ba'athist 
dignitaries. Alawi supporters and 
even Soviet personnel across Syria, 
peaked in last year's Aleppo “rebel- 
lion." according to Rabinovich, 
when a bloody uprising in Syria's se- 
cond city almost brought the regime 
down. 

At the same time. Syria’s place in 
the Arab world began to crumble. 
After the Jordanian alliance broke 
down, the power of the rival 


BUT THE internal challenge still 
remains unresolved, Rabinovich 
emphasized. The anli-Alawi terror 
continues, and opponents -of the 
regime have succeeded in carrying 
out some major, actions, including 
the recent car-bomb . explosion in 
central Damascus which killed 
more than 100 people. 

Rabinovich believes wealthy 
Syrians are financing the rebels. But 
while he doubted that official Saudi 
funds reached the Syrian resistance, 
the rebels were thought to enjoy 
support from individuals on the 
Arabian Peninsula and in the Gulf 
states. 

Rabinovich emphasized that not 
all of the opposition's backers are 
Moslem fundamentalists. Some, he 
said, are merely opposed to the con- 
tinuation of Alawite domination of 
the country. The Alawis, he said. 


OF COURSE, Rabinovich cout 
cedes, Syria's failure oyer 14 years 
to regain the Golan has always been 
a bone in Assad's throat. And while 
Assad has been able to perform a 
“balancing act*' which has allowed-, 
him to survive politically, strong 
voices in the Syrian public are 
restive about the continued iqertia. 
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Some Syrians, Rabinovich in- 
dicated, have begun to ask the kind 
of questions that 'were asked in' 
Egypt at the start of the last decade. 
— “Why can’t we either.make war • 
or make peace?- Can't we do. 
something?” •_•■■■

How could such dissent be -ex- 
pressed in authoritarian Syria? 
Rabinovich said that in 1979, the of- 
ficial al-Thawra published a long 
polemic from a prominent figure 
who lamented that Syria had missed 
its chance. Syria's press is. tightly' 
controlled, said Rabinovich, and 
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WHEN RADIO broadcasters on 
Kol Yisrael have nothing better to 
do. a favourite pastime is to pick 
apart the atrocious Hebrew spoken 
by our ministers. Knesset Members 
— and all the rest of us benighted 
mortals who are busy murdering the 
language of the prophets. 

It thus came as a distinct and 
vengeful pleasure to listen to Kol 
Yisrael’s 18-hour-long Hebrew 
Language Day last week in which 
all concerned were at pains to 
speak an i\rit shel shabbai. a rarified. 
error-free Hebrew. 

. Needless to say. nearly all con- 
cerned fell flat on their faces, and 
every quarter hour, on the quarter 
hour, one or another of the radio's 
enunciaiors committed the sort ol 
common errors which they like to 
attribute to us linguistic slobs.

consonant. 

I describe my reaction as 
“vengeful pleasure" for if Hebrew 
Language Da> proved anything it is 
that the language is being debased 
not so much by unconscionable 
merchants aping the names of em- 
poria from Broadway. Oxford 
Street and the Champs Elysees. as 
by the fact that no one speaks 
Hebrew- correctlv. 


I tend to agree with the purists 
who were the moving force behind 
Hebrew Language Day on the need 
to fight the encroachment of foreign 
words into Hebrew for snobbish or 
pecuniary motives. I would feci 
much more comfortable joining the 
fight, however, if I saw the same 
purists and Hebrew Language 
Academy greybeards bridle at 
“ Akademiya.' as much as they do at 
“boutique." 

For if one justly objects to 
“drugstore" and to “Dizengolf 
Tsenter. "one should enter the arena 
with clean hands, having fought the 
same fight against “universita," 
“gymnasia" ajid "museon." 

The fact of the matter, however, is 
that reprehensible as these foreign 
accretions may be. they are no real 
threat to the hegemony of Hebrew 
in Israel. Hebrew- has made it and 
there is no real danger of large parts 
of the population reverting to 
English. Yiddish or Arabic (the 
threat of Chinese apparently being 
very much in the future). 


THERE MAY BE just a slight exag- 
geration in that "no one." for 

although t remember, as a budding 
parliamentary correspondent, 
catching that super-pedant Moshe 
Sharett in occasional slips, I have 
never heard Abba Eban making 
one. But. then, he may well be the 
exception that proves the rule. 


THE REAL DANGER to Hebrew 
lies in its own self, or in the form 
that has been resurrected by the 
purists who have made it a language 
which is nearly impossible to speak 
correctly unless one is a profoundly 
selfconscious pedantic linguist. 

The rejuvenation of Hebrew, the 

centenary of which was the occa- 
sion for last week's media ex- 
travaganza, is one of the most 
impressive aspects of the Zionist 
revolution over the past century. It 
is a feat that many other nations — 
new and old “ have tried to 
duplicate, often to no avail. 


But it was a revolution that was 
not brought to full fruition. The re- 
juvenation of the language and its 
adaptation to modern use should 
have provided the opportunity for 
several additional reforms that 
would have made it a much easier 
language, both for speaking and 
reading correctly. But apart from 
continuing to coin new words, the 
Hebrew Language Academy seems 
to have subsided into a premature 
quiescence. 

The occasion of the 1 00th an- 
niversary of the aliya of Eiiezer 
Ben-Yehuda, who, together with his 
Hebraist companions, was the in- 
stigator of our linguistic revolution, 
should be the opportunity to call Tor 
a continuation of that revolution 
into a second phase. 

For. at present, while a majority 
of Israelis speak Hebrew, most are 
aware that they speak it incorrccliy 
and in an impoverished and 
mutilated fashion. Worst of all. the 
number of Israelis who feci comfor- 
table reading Hebrew is significant- 
ly smaller and. indeed, may be sub- 
stantially less than a majority of the 
population. 


for including some vowelization in 
newspapers foundered on the twin 
problems of technology and cost in 
the age of linotype hot-lead setting. 

With the imminent advent of 
computerized photographic setting 
systems in the Hebrew press — The 
Jerusalem Post was a pioneer in the 
field in the Israeli press — this is an 
occasion to bring up the question 
again. Perhaps now is the time for 
the introduction of a new voweiled 
system which the new process could 
handle easily and which would 
make reading Hebrew a snap com- 
pared to what it is today. 


THE REAL FIGHT, however, is 
with the purists who would preserve 
a language that clearly developed 
and petrified as a language of a rab- 
binical literati, with all its arcane 
grammatical complexities. 

The case of Miss “Oops” of Kol 
Yisrael mentioned above is apt. 
Why must one change from “oo" to 
“ve” and back in accordance with 


SEVERAL SUGGESTIONS are in 
order. First is the forgotten matter 
of vowelization of the script. 

At one lime, there were many 
suggestions for incorporating some 
voweiled system in popular printed 
matter to overcome the difficulties 
of learning how to pronounce new 
words. Ben-Yehuda’s son. Ittamar 
Ben-Avi, even advocated the 
romanization of the script along the 
lines of Turkey’s Alaturk. Bul most
